The fi-ont door of the Worden home also faces Main St. and it 
has a central entrance hall flanked by two large rooms in back of 
which was a large kitchen and tw'o small bedrooms. 

In 1859 an addition was built consisting of a new kitchen, pan¬ 
try and a shed that served as a “washing room" during the warm 
weather. In 1911 the present ell W'as built and the old one torn 
dow'n. Of special interest is the lovely, large fireplace with its 
“powder cupboard” and beehive bake oven. 

Mrs. Worden has furnished the interior of the house with many 
antiques some of which are family pieces. The visitor will take 
pleasure in Mrs. Worden’s grandfather's desk from Eliot, Maine. 
Tliis particular piece is believed to have belonged to her great¬ 
grandfather. Also, is a chair belonging to Mr. Worden's grandmother 
and a 250 year old gate leg table.

Time For Taxpayers To Wake Up 

Employed Americans will work two and a half hours every day 
in 1969 (a total of 650 hours) to pay their federal, state and local 
tax bills. Tlie 10 percent surtax last year accounted for a big jump 
in federal taxes. Of course, state and local taxes are climbing, too. 
Federal corpoiate and individual income tax receipts are expected to 
reach $122 billion in the twelve months beginning July 10. 

In 1932, these receipts were slightly more than $1 billion; by 
1940 the figure had doubled. In 1950 federal income tax receipts 
reached $26 billion, and were $54 billion in 1959. In 1968 receipts 
had nearly quadrupled the 1950 level...with no relief in sight! 

Tlie average American’s tax loads has increased drastically over 
the years. In 1902, all taxes—federal, state and local — came to $18 
per capita. In 1948, the figure was ■$377 and by 1958, $628. For 1969 
the estimated tax bill, federal, state and local, will be $1,230 for 
eveiy man, woman and child in the United States, according to the 
Tax Foundation, Inc. 

It's time to rediscover fiscal sanity — by insisting on reducUon 
in non-essential public expenditures at every level — fedeial, state 
and local.

Rights Extended

Some wrecks ago in another 
newspaper, the Guest Columnist 
with the “Poison Pen” chose to 
misquote the figure $262,000 as 
the amount of taxes unpaid for 
the year 1968 by owners of apart¬ 
ments. He said that, I used that 
figure on the Town Meeting floor 
to mislead the voters and to per¬ 
suade -them to oppose zone chang¬ 
es that would allow apartment 
construction. 

What he doesn't understand is 
how to adjust his “hearing aid” 
properly and how to ascertain the 
facts before he uses the pen in 
his attempt to confuse those who 
were at the meeting and other 
taxpayers who would want ,to un¬ 
derstand the truth about delin¬ 
quent taxes. 

If the most vital reason for 
■building additional apartments is 
for tax revenue then, it should 
follow that your administration 
should investigate w'hether or not 
existing apartments do pay their 
taxes during the year in which 
they are a^essed. If they do not, 
then other taxpayers, who do pay 
on time, must assume the liabili¬ 
ty. Under Chapter 60, Section 8, 
•Selectmen do have the privilege 
of investigation -with the tax col¬ 
lector. In the “Report of the 'Fi¬ 
nance Committee for 1969” on 
page 8, you will find “uncollected 
taxes for 1968 in the amount of 
$306,998, and in the “Annual 
-Town Report” of 1968 on page 
35, “JReal Estate Taxes” out¬ 
standing to be $261,533. The fea- 
son for the difference is that the 


finance figures goes to “press'* 
before the annual report 

As a Selectman, I excrci.sed my 
perogative to ask the tax collec¬ 
tor to give me in writing what 
part of the $251,633 was attribut¬ 
ed to apartment owners. The 
written reply was $90,281. It was 
I this letter from which 1 quoted 
and no other. Of course, news¬ 
paper correspondents at the meet¬ 
ing were not confused. It was too 
simple for confusion. 

It is not necessary to discuss 
why these taxes were not paid. 
But it is important for our peo¬ 
ple to understand that if they are 
not paid by Dec. 81 of the taxa¬ 
ble year, that amount which 
might have been forthcoming can¬ 
not ibe used to reduce our tax 
rate in the ensuing year and we 
must make up the difference. In 
the 1968-69 situation, this could 
mean $2 .to $3 additional on our 
tax rate. Do you consider this an 
asset? 

Furthermore, our tax collector 
reported a major problem also ex¬ 
ists in the collection of vehicle 
excise taxes from apartment 
dwellers. These bills are continu¬ 
ously returned by apartment 
owners with the reply “That per¬ 
son doesn't live here now.” When 
asked for a foiwarding address 
the answer is “None.” And yet 
proponents of apartments would 
advise “Additional 'Revenue From 
Excise Taxes.” Is this another 
“Asset?”

The Best in 
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Patriot's Day In Concord, April 19,1969

The morning of April 19th, 1909, dawned with a heavy ovei*cast; 
A chill was in the air, but my family and I, along with a guest ,wei^ 
intent on making the annual journey to Concord where the towiiEtr- 
people were certain to pay tribute to that glorious 19th of ApriL 
1775. 

Althougli rain seemed imminent the parade assembled and took 
place before a throng of people whose spirits certainly must have 
Jieen dampened, but not discouraged! A festive air filled the country¬ 
side of this normally tranquil Concord Town. Children pranced about 
carrying balloons and whirligigs, hut more noticeable were the num¬ 
ber of young children waving their small American flags. 

A horrendous thutulerstorm brought the parade to its conclu¬ 
sion whereupon a steady stream of automobiles commenced an or¬ 
derly retreat from the main arteries leading into the suirounding 
towns of Bedford, Lexington, Lincoln and to all points of the com¬ 
pass, What could have been a state of mass confusion was aptly 
managed .by the. courteous and smiling members of the Concord Po¬ 
lice Department. 

Following the fonnal program one might have expected that 
all but the natives would have left the scene of activity, yet such 
ivas not the case! The heavy downpour led us to the security of the 
famous WrighPs Tavelm, now a quaint gift shop. Another visitor 
from Illinois was remarking about the spirit of Concord during the 
commemoration of this famous day in American Histoi'y. Cnc elderly 
lady, obviously a native of tbe town, simply replied: **Ilain or snow, 
we haven’t missed a parade in 94 years,” It was just as simple 
as that! 

Providence finally Bavored us with a brief interlude of sunshine 
during which time we visited the Old Noirth Bridge along with a 
number of other tourists. Tile gi-aves of fallen British soldiers were 
decorated and a new-Union Jack snapped briskly in the chill breeze 
of the Spring day. The Concord River had once again flooded the 
meadows leading up to the Buttrick faim now supeivised by the 
National Park Service, ' 

Off in the distance the thud of cannon broke the silence of tlio 
clear air perhaps echoing from the Lexington Green where still an¬ 
other patriotic program was to take place. Two men dressed in the 
unifoim of the New York Continental 1st were resting on their 
flint-locks just across the bridge while visitors hastily took snap¬ 
shots, ^tended their appreciation and depai-ted. These two modern 
day minutemen had travelled fi'om New York State to paificipate 
in the Concord parade. 

By this time more people, indeed, bus loads, moved about tlie 
park.It was encouraging to witness so many young people present 
and contemplating the events of yesteiyear. Once again the sky 
darkened and a second stoi*m broke with all its fury! Still the crowds 
milled about the bridge and the Old Manse. 

I believe the significance of this entire resume of the day can 
be appropriately realized in a small sign posted on the door of the 
General Store: “Today is a holiday. This store will be closed all 
day, April 19th. We will be opened on Monday.”
